A Remarkable Toad. 


In Surinam there is a remarkable 


toadlike creatnre, the female of \phi<& 
cames the yotrog in a series of cells In 
the thick skin of the back, which as- 
s-imes a strange honeycomblike appear- 
ance. When this lady toad is carrying 
her nursery about with her, she is a, 
very repulsive looking object Single 
handed tEhe would be quite unable to 
ccpt? with the important question of 
placing eggs where they will be most 
favorably disposed for hatching, and-fpr 
this she has to rely on the good services 
of her mate. Soon after the eggs are 
laid they are taken up by the male and 
pressed, :.one,by one, into the cells in the 
thickened skin of his partner's back. 
There th'ey grow until they fit closely 
to the hexagonal form of their prisons, 
each of which'is closed above by a kind 
of trapdoor. 


After a period of some 82 days the 


eggs reach their full development and 
jrodnce, not tadpoles, but actually per- 
ect little toads. - The reason of this is 
] 


that the tadpoles, which require to 
breathe the air dissolved In the "water 
by means of their external gills, conld 
not exist in the cells, and consequently 
this stage of development is passed 
through very rapidly within the egg. In 
due time tho young toads to the.nnm- 
ber of SO or 100 burst open the lids of 
their cells, poke out their noses and 
make their on trance iuto the world. The 
mother toad rubs off the remains of the 
cells against any convenient stone or 
pjant stem and comes out in a brand 
new spring outfit.—Knowledge. 


Use of Ginseng In China. 


In China ginseug is often sent to 


friends as a valuable present, and in 
such cases there is usually presented 
along with the drug a small finely fin- 
ished double kettle for its preparation. 
The inner kettle is made'of silver, and 
between it and the outside copper vessel 
is a small space for holding water. The 
silver kettle fits in a ring near the top 
of the outer covering and is furnished 
with a cuplike cover, in which rice is 
put, with a little water. The ginseng is 
placed in the inner vessel, the cover put 
oa arid the whole apparatus set on the 
ftre. When tho rice in the cover is cook- 
ed, tho medicine is ready and is eaten 
by the patient, who drinks the ginseng 
tea at the same timo.

THE MOKMON CHUKCH IN POLITICS. 


It baa become known in Utah that 


the Mormon priesthood is taking a 
TeryactiTe part in politics. The Herald, 
which is edited by a descendant of 
Brigham Yonng, declares that at a 
priesthood meeting held last week and 
attended by the First Presidency, the 
Apostles, the Quorum of Seventies and 
the Presidents of the Stakes and tbeir 
councilors, two candidates on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, who are officials ia the 
Mormon Church, were condemned be- 
cause they accepted nominations from 
A political party without first consult- 
ing tbe church dignatariea. The Herald 
knows what it me.tus to have candi- 
dates strongly condemned in the priest- 
hood meeting of the Mormon Church 
iu Utah, and it gives the alarm. It 
jsays it is better, now that this issue has 
t>esn raised, that it be settled before 
Utah bscomes a State, than to meet it 
i»her> Statehood becomes a reality. 


It now seems probable that on effort 


-Ul be made at the polls to defeat the 


. ''itioa and thus prevent Utah 


frTm becom'"* ft Siate" Jnclee °' W" 
Powers, who has beC Qne °[^ 
yf the Liberal party in Ut*L-B1 
Chairman of the Democratic TermJT 
"Committee, is disposed to call a con- 
vention to consider the propriety of 
withdrawing the Democratic ticket, di& 
banding the party-and advising the 
voters of Utah to oppose the constitu- 
tion and to favor a Territorial form of 
government until they are certain that 
all the people of the Territory will be 
free to act politically as their jadg< 
meiit and consciences dictate. Every 
man in Utah, he argues, must have the 
fullest freedom of political action.and no 
ecclesiastical authority can be allowed 
in any degree to meddle with political 
affairs. 


The *lr?u$, a Kepublican paper, a<>ys 


much as itdesires a Kepublican victory 
it nevertheless openly declares that it 
much prefers defeat than that victory 
should be tainted with oven the 
suspicion of Mormon Ciiurch control or 
dictation. 


George M. Cannon, Chairman of the 


Republican Committee, says he kuo 
nothing of church influence being ex- 
erted in behalf of the ^Republicans, 
though he believes his party has tuo 
best of the fight. He thinks 
rnaior that the "harch was 
ftnag was a subterfuge of the Dsni- 
ocraey. 


The Bepublicans claim that in the 


last campaign the church officials in 
their party who took active part in 
politics had the permission of the 
church to do so, but in the present 
campaign permission to engage in 
politics was not sought nor granted.

It is often claimed m behalf of elec-

In no report that 
I have ever seen is there any evidence 
of instantaneous death All the evidence 
that can be gathered from reports of ac- 
cidental shocks goes to show that resus- 
citation is possible if the exposure to 
the current is of short duration. 


Painless no doubt it is, but BO -would 


be the effect of a pistol shot through the 
brain And why not uso a pistol shot 
foi executing a criminal? He might lie 
strapped to n mattress, a semicircle of 
pistols arranged around his head termi- 
nating at tho temples, and, if desirable, 
another group could be placed over the 
region of tho heart If electricity must 
be used, arrange to fire the pistols si- 
multaneously by pressing a button Why 
not' Would it be more uncertain? 
Would it be less tramano? Would it be 
nioio blood curdling? Would it be less 
"instantaneous'" But perhaps there 
would be too little mystery about it and 
too little complicated apparatus requir- 
ed There would be no need of rutting 
a man up to see what killed him or 
whether ho ^as really dead 


If we must inflict the death penalty 


and wish to be really humane about it, 
there are surely many ways by which 
death can be brought swiftly and cer- 
tainly without inducing muscular con- 
tortions, or burning the flesh, or muti- 
lating the body. The criminal could be 
given a sleeping draft and then laid out 
m a glass case, which could then be fill- 
ed with the fnmes of burning charcoal. 


I see no reason why we should seek 


to make death particularly easy to the 
criminal I look upon (he whole scheme 
of capital punishment as a hideous blot 
upon oar ciTilization, but if aimumust 
be punished with death it is coitainly 
not upon the theory that he must bo put 
out of the way in the easiest possible 
manner for him It is assumed t'nt tho 
dread of the death penalty will pre- 
vent crimes that otherwise miuht be 
committed. The penalty, if it u to be 
inflicted, should como in a form to be 
dreaded, yet there is no excuse for tor- 
ture or for tho semblance of toiture 
The criminal should come to his fate 
with a full knowledge of what awaits 
him 
The execution of tho sentence 


should be by a method that is swift and 
sure, without mystery, and about the 
effect of which there is no uncertainty 
There should be no opportunity for 
doubt as to the result, and no reasou for 
excuse for a repetition of an operation 
Electricity does not fulfill thc^e 10 
quirements and never can until we 
know far more than we do at present of 
its effects in the human organism 
If 


we knew all we ought to know to war 
rant its use, I believe an instrument 
that could be carried in the pocket 
would accomplish the results as surciy 
as the hundred horse powe"1 engine and 
dynamo now employed —Profe=bor W
